Unlike most high school students, this student-athlete 
from Lévis, Quebec is doing it all under the spotlight of 
heavy media attention. All this pressure would be 

a challenge for most, but Alexia is learning to respond 
in a way that will lead to success. 


This past fall, Radio Canada selected Alexia Aubin for 

a three-part documentary that followed the third-year 
varsity Spartan as she made one of the biggest decisions 
of her life: where she will go for university. Over several 
months, the film crew followed her during school, on 
hockey road trips and even during the Women’s Worlds 
Hockey Championships in 2023. 


“It was so much fun, but 
stressful and over- 
whelming all at the same 
time,” said Alexia. “When 
they came to school, 

| did feel uncomfortable. 
| don’t like being filmed 
in front of my friends or 
even people at school 
who don’t know me 
that well.”

The stress to always be perfect was heightened in these 
moments, both on and off the ice, but Alexia has carefully 
constructed a routine to ensure that she gets dialed in. 


“I talk to the girls a lot to helo manage the pressure. 
During my pregame routine, | am not going to stand 
alone and do my own thing, | need to talk to people and 
fool around a bit,” said Alexia. “Being with my teammates 
gets me in the zone.” 


While focusing on hockey and her teammates keeps her 
going at school, Alexia admits that it sometimes makes it 
hard to maintain her non-Stanstead relationships. 


“When | am at school, | barely talk to my family,” said 
Alexia. “I personally have a hard time keeping relation- 
ships when they are not there with me physically.”

Yet, when the time comes to be at home, she takes full 
advantage of it, as family is extremely important to her. 
Alexia says, “I am very close to my little brother so when 
| do have the opportunity to go home, | make sure to see 
him play hockey.” 


The commitment to her passion can also take its toll on 
her schooling. This school year alone, Alexia has missed 
128 classes. This last trip to the Worlds in Sweden meant 
significant time away and a lot of jet lag upon her return. 


“It’s really hard when | come back to regain my focus in 
the classroom. Luckily the teachers at Stanstead are re- 
ally understanding,” said Alexia, who nonetheless earns 
decent grades. 


This was Alexia’s second world championship appearance 
in less than six months. Due to COVID, the 2022 IIHF U18 
Women’s Worlds was postponed to June 2022 in Madi- 
son, Wisconsin. In six games, Alexia accumulated 5 points, 
scoring the first goal in the finals against USA for a 3-2 
victory. She was accompanied by fellow Spartan Karel 
Préfontaine, who had 4 points, including the game winner 
in the semi-final against Finland. A third Spartan, Svenja 
Voigt, played for Germany. 


On January 5, 2023, Alexia traveled to Ostersund, 
Sweden to compete in the 2023 U18 Women’s World 
Champion along with her teammate, goalie Arianne 
Leblanc. Team Canada was able to defend their title 
against the host team Sweden. In the 10-O win, Alexia 
was able to find the back of the net on two separate 
occasions for the third and sixth goal. Arianne also earned 
a shutout in the opening round. 


With one more year to go at Stanstead, Alexia has 
committed to Colgate University, though she is still 
undecided on a major. 


Despite the challenges, Alexia is grateful for the attention 
and can’t wait for the next chapter in her career. 


“All this attention gives visibility to female hockey and 
shows that girls can actually play. That would definitely 
be the most exciting part,” said Alexia. 


n February, Alexia was part of Team Quebec U18 at 
the Canada Games along with teammates Arianne 
Leblanc, Béatrice Perron-Roy and Maxim Tremblay. 
Fellow Spartan Jamie Arsenault represented Team New 
Brunswick.You can find the Radio-Canada mini-doc by 
searching “Podium Alexia Aubin.”

The Unintended Artist 


Mitchell Kotansky (1980) had no plans to become an artist. 
It literally just happened. 


Enrolled at Stanstead College for Grades 10 and 11 at the end of the 
70s, Mitchell thought his future lay in the sciences. Then one day, 
Barry Gallant, then assistant headmaster, took him aside and 
suggested he consider the arts. 


“I remember being taken aback, like maybe he didn’t 
have confidence in me,” Mitchell recalls from his sculptor 
studio in Montreal’s NDG. 


Like many teenagers offered sound advice, he ignored it. 


After studying sciences at Vanier College, Mitchell en- 
tered building engineering at Concordia University. 


“In my second year, | started to question what | was 
doing,” he remembers. “| didn’t really like it. | started 
going to the fine arts building to have my lunch.” He has 
no idea what drew him there, he says. 


Then one night at home, out of the blue, he started 
sculpting. 
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“| didn’t know what | was doing. | got some plaster of 
Paris and poured into my mother’s garbage can, but | 
didn’t realize plaster expands. It got stuck, so | had to 
break the garbage can. Then | carved it like it was 

a soapstone.” 


He remembers feeling focused in his work and coming 
away refreshed by hard work in a way that he hadn't felt 
while studying math and matrices. 


Before long, he had taken over a spare room and 
split it in two: one side for his studies, the other side 
for sculpture. 


After successfully completing his degree, Mitchell 
worked mainly in construction project management. 


“But | didn’t feel it was where | was meant to be,” he 
says. “I remember sitting in my office at the construction 
firm, being so bored, and thinking, ‘If | was at the studio, 
then it would be exciting.” 


By then, Mitchell had rented a small studio and was 
working three days a week as a consultant, two days 
doing art. When the consulting work dried up, he de- 
cided he was all in. 


“I feel very lucky. When I was 20 
or 30, I remember wondering if FII 
still be doing this when I’m 50 or 
60,” he says. “And here | am.” 


“If you jump, a net will form,” he said. “| believed in that. 
| had no choice.” 


It wasn’t an easy life for some time, but through work as 
well as support and advice from peers, Mitchell honed 
his craft and found success. He also supplemented his 
income by teaching, something he has continued to do, 
even through COVID. 


“When things are going well, there’s no life like it. But 
when it’s hard, it’s the same as anyone else, you can’t 
pay rent or fix your car, it’s very difficult. But you're in it,” 
he says. 


While Stanstead College is a long time ago, Mitchell 
has maintained a connection in recent years. His first 
commission for the school was the Trustee and Young 
Alumni Award. On the occasion of the school’s 150% 
anniversary, he was approached to create a com- 
memorative piece. After some consideration, Mitchell 
decided he wanted to create a piece that students 
could interact with. 


To be unveiled at Homecom- 

ing on May 13, 2023, the piece 
features a boy and a girl student 
sitting on a bench, together 

but not interacting, though their 
hands on the bench point to each 
other. They’re not a couple, Mitchell 
stresses, but students facing the fu- 
ture, their heads slightly raised, their 
posture like they’re about to stand 
up. They're nervous, excited, ready. 


“It was very emotional for me, 
because | was putting myself back 
in the place | was when | was in 
Grade 10, with all that comes with 
that,” says Mitchell. 


The bronze piece will be located 
on campus in the open air, with 
space on the bench for students 
to sit. 


Sitting in the studio he shares 
with partner and musician loana 
Gandrabur, Mitchell has the air of 
contentment of someone doing 
what he loves.

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FROM THE HEART TO SCOTLAND, 
TEACHER ANDREW BLAIR SHARES His PIPING PASSION 


Andrew Blair is a bagpiper 
because he is a little brother. 
Stanstead College’s director of 
academics and chemistry teacher 
grew up in Almonte, Ontario, 
where, as he puts it, he was 
dragged all over the province 
attending his older sister’s 
highland dance competitions. 


One year, when young Andrew was 11, the family ended 
up at the Glengarry Highland Games in Maxville, the 
largest such games outside of Scotland. 


“I remember | was blown away by the mass bands, more 
by the drumming than the piping, actually,” he says, “On 
the way home | asked my mother if there was a way to 
get involved with piping.” 


After some pestering, she agreed that November, and 
young Andrew took to it immediately. “| practically slept 
with my chanter the next nine months.” By the following 
spring, he was marching in the local pipe band. 


“In those days, every town had a parade, and we played 
for the Legion, at Remembrance Day,” he recalls. “To be 
in the pipe band was a big thing. We had provincial court 
judges and milkmen and everyone in between. It was an 
interesting leveler.” 


Forty-five years later, not only is Mr. Blair the resident 
piper for Stanstead College’s own Remembrance Day 
ceremonies as well as Baccalaureate and other events but 
this past fall he and the North Stratton Pipe Band placed 
8th at the World Pipe Band Championship in Glasgow. 


The North Stratton Band is based out of Edmonton, and 
distance is just one of the challenges facing a piper living 
in Stanstead. But preparing for the world championship 
- as it was when the band last competed at the worlds in 
2019 - can be done remotely through technology. 


A year ahead of time, Andrew receives the 20 or so 
pieces needed to prepare. He practices the music, records 
his performance on Garage Band and sends his files 
around December. Then he gets feedback through the 
year, changing emphasis here or tempo there. 


“Note for note, grace note for grace note, everybody has 
to be absolutely in unison,” says Mr. Blair. “Everybody’s 
got to hit those beats and play the music the same.” 


And later they add the drums. 


The other challenge is humidity. 


“It's way dryer here than in Scotland, so you need almost 
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the wood to adjust to the moisture,” he 
says. “And it all has to be repeatable. You can’t have one 
day that’s really good and one day really crappy. 

You need four, five days exactly the same.” 


a week for al 


But making it to Scotland doesn’t mean you’re going to 
play in Scotland. 


“The competitions we go to, it’s never too late to cut some- 
body,” says Mr. Blair. “We went over with 22, we all landed 
on Wednesday, first practice was Thursday, Friday morning 
people were cut. Most of the time it’s not because you're 
not playing well, it’s because there’s a reed problem or the 
drones went wonky or the instrument got wet.” 


n other words, it’s nothing personal; it’s just bagpipes. 


Bear in mind that the band is travelling overseas to have 
one shot at playing a medley lasting six minutes and 
twenty-two seconds. You don’t get another chance. At this 
evel, the margin between first and 10th place is razor thin. 


This past fall, the North Stratton Pipe Band placed 8" out 
of 19 teams in the Grade 2 class, an improvement over 
their 2019 showing where they tied for 6th place in their 
pool and lost out on Moving on based on a coin toss. 
After Scotland, the band competed (and won!) at the 
Alameda Highland Games in California. 


The competition in Glasgow was a career highlight for 
Mr. Blair, who has also piped for governor generals. 


“It’s a labour of love,” he says. “The music is fun and 
| love playing.” 


Practicing on average a half hour a day keeps him 
musically fit, and he says he can keep playing as long as 
his fingers stay nimble and he retains the lung capacity. 


Competition and travel, are expensive, however, and Mr. 
Blair says he gives himself another five years.

The list of people associated with Stanstead College over the past 150 
years would be a very long one indeed. Forgetting for the moment the 
thousands of students who have passed through the College doors, 
there are the countless teachers and support staff, some of whom stayed 
perhaps one year, others who made Stanstead College their life’s work. 


Rooted in the Wesleyan Methodist Church, later the 
United Church of Canada and now a non-secular 
international school, Stanstead College has also received 
the support of hundreds of trustees and directors who 
governed the school in the belief that local and residen- 
tial students deserved and would benefit from a superior 
secondary education. 


And then there are the principals or headmasters or, as 
we now Say, heads of school. Not only have they been 
the chief administrators of Stanstead College, but these 
men (and they have been men, all of them, up until 
Joanne Carruthers takes on the head’s role at the end of 
this school year) have also served as the face of the school. 
In the public’s mind, the head is Stanstead College.

1873-1885 


THE FIRST PRINCIPAL: 
Rev. A. Lee Holmes 


Born in 1846, Rev. Holmes was the 
first principal of Stanstead Wesleyan 
College, having been the principal of 
the school’s predecessor, the Stanstead 
Seminary from 1869 to 1870. 


“By instant connotation the mention of [Stanstead 
College] brings to mind the vigour, the ability, and the 
unselfishness of Mr. Holmes,” the Stanstead College 
Magazine reported in 1911. 


Rev. Holmes saw the College through its first challenging 
decade, when its financial viability was less than certain. 


The College was initially funded through the sale of 
shares, but those shares sold slowly. This coupled with 
the low tuition compelled the stockholders in 1876 to

n his first year, Rev. Holmes’s salary was $1000. In his 
second year, he willingly reduced his pay to $900 a year. 
He also taught Classics and Higher Mathematics. 


By 1881, the school had become stable, with an enrol- 
ment of 190 pupils. Nonetheless, financial uncertainties 
continued to dog the institution. 


t was actually after his tenure as principal and Rev. 
Holmes had returned to his regular duties as a minister 
that he made perhaps his greatest impact on the school 
in addressing this situation. 


“In his first year, Rev. Holmes’s salary 
was $1000. In his second year, he will- 
ingly reduced his pay to $900 a year.” 


In 1895, Rev. Holmes singlehandedly raised the money 
to clear the College’s debt, totalling nearly $18,000 
(roughly the equivalent of $500,000 today). 


His impact continued. In 1902, he and his family gave 
the money to build the Holmes Model 
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He was principal from 1873 to 1885 
but continued to play an active role 
in the life of the College for many 
years following and remained much 
admired by the College community. 


The Holmes Model School is named after the Holmes family. 
Rev. Holmes was married to Mary Wilder Pierce, as in Pierce Hall.

Rev. Holmes was married to Mary Wilder Pierce, who 
ed instrumental music courses at the College, and in 
901, she and her family donated the funds to build the 
original Pierce Hall, which would become home to the 
Eastern Townships Music Conservatory. 


After Rev. Holmes retired from the ministry, he became 
headmaster of Bugbee Business College. He also worked 
as both registrar and treasurer and served as chair of the 
board of trustees. 


The Stanstead College Magazine lauded much praise on 
the man in their 1911 edition: 


“It was he who taught you Euclid in such a way that 

the Pons Asinorum ceased to exist; it was he who 
conducted the military drill and made you stand straight; 
it was he who planted trees in the College grounds with 
his own hands; it was he whose word of encouragement 
was worth working for.” 


Rev. Holmes died in May 1917 in Washington, DC. 
He is buried at Crystal Lake Cemetery in Stanstead.

Rev. Dr. Charles Ruston Flanders

Behold the magnificent photograph 
above, the patrician faces and the 
delicate summer frocks. On the back 
of the picture, taken in 1911 are 
scrawled the words, “The Flanders of 
Stanstead.” The attribution is only

The commanding presence at the very back of the 
crowd, the man in the white bowtie who appears to be 
directing the entire gathering is the Reverend Dr. Charles 
Ruston Flanders, one of the longest serving principals of 
Stanstead College, from 1893 to 1908. 


The good reverend had returned to the border from his 
current posting at the Centenary Methodist Church in 
St. John, NB, to officiate at the wedding ceremony of his 
son Sidney Reginald Flanders and Miriam Hall Nelson. 


Dr. Flanders was a person of some importance at this 
point in his life. Born in 1852 in Frost Village, Quebec, near 
Shefford, the son of a Methodist clergyman, the only 
direction in his life was upwards.

Overtaxed with the mental problems of schoolroom and 
residence, there was opportunity for variety in business 
affairs of kitchen and larder. There was need of delicate 
diplomacy in dealing with the staff and friendly tact in 
settling student problems. His love for beautiful things 
could be gratified in the arrangement of the grounds 
and the cultivation of pansies and asters, for which 

“The Heart” is famous. Need of beef pigs and potatoes 
often allowed the joy of a drive into the country. (And 
how the doctor loved a good horse!) As a final resort 
from the pitiless demands of the principal's duties there 
was always “the Park”, where “the doc”, in impressive 
isolation, wielded the axe and, I suppose, worked off 
discouraged moods and threatening tempers. 


Further on: “One cannot close a sketch of this kind with- 
out referring to Mrs. Flanders [Martha Elizabeth ‘Pattie’ 
Davies], who holds a very warm place in the regard of 
many old students. Herself an alumna of the College [she 
is mentioned elsewhere as having been his student], she 
was peculiarly fitted for the position of Lady Principal. In- 
deed, Dr. Flanders says that his ‘chief claim for distinction 


ies in the fact that he is the husband of Mrs. CR Flanders, 


who married him when he was young and foolish and has 
been his guide and companion ever since.

During the Flanders era, the College underwent perhaps 


its greatest era of expansion in its 150-year history, rivaled 
only by the past 15 years. An unattributed newspaper ar- 


ticle from 1908, Flanders’ final year, recounts the situation 


he faced when he initially accepted the invitation: 


The work upon which he entered was of a very discour- 
aging character The College had been for some years 
without a regular principal, its equipment was in a very 
poor condition, and it was burdened with a debt of near- 
ly twenty-thousand dollars. Mr Flanders was [made] free 
to devote himself to the work of the college itself How 
well he succeeded may be seen by a comparison of re- 
sults. Fourteen years ago the college property consisted 
of one building standing in the midst of rough, poorly 
cared-for grounds.... [Now this building] is surrounded by 
a number of neat and attractive buildings... the grounds 
have been tastefully laid out, and considerably enlarged, 
now comprising over thirty acres. At the beginning of 

Dr. Flanders’ principalship there were about thirty 
residential students. Now there are about one hundred. 


By the time of Flanders’ departure, the College had seen 
the addition of Bugbee Business College as well as the 


construction of Pierce Hall (home of the Eastern Town- 
ships Music Conservatory) and the Holmes Model School, 
which served as the primary school for local Protestants. 


In addition, the infirmary and gymnasium were built and 


Sunnyside Castle across the street acquired as a residence. 


Dr. Flanders cultivated generous donors and large sums of 
money for the buildings, as well as the grounds, including 


the famed heart-shaped garden of his own design—and 


he did much of the planting himself. 


o student applicant was ever turned away because of 
inadequate funds or poor scholastic achievement. The 
College found scholarships to help students in need, and 
created small groups of support to assist those who were 
failing. The Reverend Doctor appears to have inaugurated 
the policy of actively enrolling girls and non-Methodist 
students, including Catholic and Jewish students. 


Dr. Flanders seems to have approached his duties as 
principal with ingenuity and some cunning. The author of 
an unattributed article in the Stanstead College Magazine 
relates, “One hears everywhere stories of interrupted 
schemes, frustrated plans and sorrow-ending escapades 
because of the doctor’s seemingly miraculous powers 

of divination.” A line of midnight prowlers entered the 
dormitory building by the pillars over the north door. “The 
principal took the place of the accomplice on the roof of 
the porch and as a boy’s head appeared over the railing 
Dr. Flanders gave him a helping hand and each fellow was 
too much just astonished at the unexpected apparition to 
give warning to those that followed.” 


In addition to his many duties, Dr. Flanders managed to 
carve out hours to teach two English classes a term. When 
he resigned from the principalship he made no mention 

of burnout associated with the never-ending struggles 

for money, stating instead that his preferred vocation had 
always been to do church work, but it is easy to imagine 
that sermonizing was more attractive than fundraising, 
and from then on he never left his position as a preacher. 


After Stanstead, Flanders took up the pulpit in St. John, 
NB, then First Methodist Church of London, Ontario. 
There was a one-year interval in Sussex, Ontario, and he 
assumed his final post in Winnipeg, Manitoba. 


The Reverend Dr. Charles Ruston Flanders was diversely 
talented and progressive. In addition to being a forceful 
advocate of women’s suffrage, he promoted the union of 
Canadian Protestant denominations—a defensive move 
(as he saw it) in the battle against Catholic Church 
“aggressiveness.” He was a riveting orator to standing- 
room-only crowds; a scholar and teacher of English 
Literature; a man with an eye for horticulture and painting; 
the skilled practitioner of a face-to-face diplomatic style 
that kept teachers and cooks working together on a 
common goal. He was an atypical educator who would 
not allow corporal punishment, and a principal who could 
not turn away children in need of an education and a 
place of refuge. 


He was found dead in his bed in Winnipeg the morning of 
November 9, 1920 after several days of feeling unwell and 
nevertheless conducting church services and a wedding. 
The cause of his passing was declared to be “apoplexy’— 
what we would now call a stroke. Dr. Flanders made one 
final journey to Stanstead, where he is buried in the family 
plot at Crystal Lake Cemetery.

Cows and Compassion: 
Dr. George J. Trueman

Born in 1872 in Point de Bute, NB, 
George Trueman was a graduate of Mount 
Allison University (which, like Stanstead, 
was a Wesleyan Methodist institution). 


His relationship with his students was almost parental 
and his kindly and sympathetic interest earned him the 
deep appreciation of both students and staff. 


Dr. Trueman considered 
that the school existed 
primarily for the rural 
sections, villages and 
small towns of the East- 
ern Townships and that 
his first duty was to all 
students, even if it meant 
that by this policy the 
school was not on top of 
the list academically. He 
was particularly interested 
in helping students who 
wished to come to the 
College but could not 
afford it, allowing some 
students to work their 
way through school.

Dr. Trueman was also very interested in farming, and 
during his term of office the old College farm of some 
thirty acres was added to by the purchase of a new 
farm, containing about 170 acres, from Mr. Holmes. 


n spite of having great empathy with the students, 
Dr. Trueman was a strict disciplinarian. 


“Three boys were sent home for smoking,” he wrote 

to the board of trustees. “After two weeks they were 
permitted to return. All went well for a time but when 
baseball started this soring some eight students started 
to chew tobacco. Among these were two of the fellows 
who had been suspended.” He also reported, “We have 
ever with us a few boys who are of little credit... Too of- 
ten the public unfairly judges our school by these boys. 
believe it is a greater thing to help one such than to 
instruct a dozen that would have succeeded anywhere.”

One Halloween night some of the boys took a cow up 
four flights of stairs to the top floor and tied her tail to 
the bell in the tower, so that every time the poor cow 
switched her tail the bell rang. On Dr. Trueman’s orders 
to bring her down immediately, they discovered this was 
a much more difficult task than getting her up. 


In 1919 a flu epidemic struck. Some of the pupils 

were taken home by their parents and of the ones 
who remained 70 percent came down with the dis- 
ease. Unfortunately, five pupils died, but of those who 
were ill at the College all recovered. 


Dr. Trueman left the College in 1920. In 1923 he became 


president of Mount Allison University and earned a repu- 
tation as one of the great Canadian educators. He wrote: 


“Whenever | look at a picture of Stanstead College, an 
experience of satisfaction tinged with a sense of loneli- 
ness and failure steals over me. | see again the faces 

of my boys and girls, my teachers and friends - those 
whom | would have helped, but from whom | received 
more than | could give. They have become my life long 
friends, and if there rests on me a sense of blame for the 
failure of a few, can there be denied me the glow of joy 
and satisfaction because of the success of the many?” 


Dr. Trueman served as president of Mount Allison until 
1945. After his retirement, he served on the university’s 
board of regents and on Sackville Town Council. He was 
elected mayor in January 1949 but suffered a stroke 
and died on February 18, 1949.

It sometimes happens that the name of a principal becomes so closely identified 
with that of a school as to be almost synonymous with it. This was the case with 
Dr. Errol Amaron and Stanstead College. For 23 years he and his wife Alice as 
lady principal gained the respect and affection of the College students, the staff, 
and the community for their teaching ability, their warm personalities, and for 
their many accomplishments.

Amaron as “our year in the wilderness.”

The profits 
from these nights were donated by students to various 
worthwhile projects.

Under Dr. Amaron’s guidance a League of Nations Model 
Assembly was started and continued for several years. 
Students from other schools were invited, billeted around 
the town, and they and the College students represented 
the countries of the world at the Assembly.

with individual and inter-class 
competition, the winners going 
on to represent the College in 
outside competition.

To mark the seventy-fifth anniversary of Stanstead 
College, on September 17, 1948, Dr. Amaron welcomed 

His Excellency, Field Marshall Viscount Alexander of 
Tunis, Governor General of Canada, to Stanstead College, 
where His Excellency received a tremendous ovation from 
students and citizens of the border community on both 
sides of the line. 


A new era in the education of the local children started in 
1952 when the Rock Island and Stanstead School Boards 
and Stanstead College cooperated in the opening of 
Sunnyside School, which replaced the Holmes Memorial 
School. Dr. Amaron hired all the teachers for the new school 
and was responsible for the teaching, while the schoo 
boards looked after the maintenance of the building. 


Dr. Amaron’s method of discipline was to make the 
punishment fit the crime. The boys lived on the third 
floor in the main building and the girls on the second. 
The boys had a habit of sending notes down to the 
girls’ floor by sliding them down pipes. In the winter 
this caused a problem as the open windows, often 
forgotten, caused water to freeze and pipes to burst. 
After a few such episodes, Dr. Amaron announced at 
breakfast that several boys should report to his office 
wearing their warmest clothes. Their punishment was 
to walk around the campus in the deep snow carry- 
ing heavy windows, much to the amusement of their 
compatriots in the classrooms. There were very few 
windows left open after that! 


In 1954, Principal Amaron left the College to become 
minister of the Admaston pastoral charge in Ontario. 


A dedicated basketball coach during his time at the 
school, the senior boys basketball MVP trophy is named 
in Dr. Amaron’s honour. 


n 1965, the Amarons returned to campus to open the 
new gym that continues to bear their name. 


Dr. Amaron resigned from the ministry in 1966 due to ill 
health and died that August in hospital in Ottawa.

Game-Changers: 
Barry Gallant Reflects 
on Bill 101 and the 
Return of the Girls 


When the Parti Québécois came to power 
in 1976, no one at Stanstead College was 
particularly worried. 

“It wasn’t clear that the PQ would be elected or that they 
would go ahead with radical reforms,” said former head of 


school Barry Gallant, who was assistant head at the time. 
“We were wrong on both counts.” 


Those radical reforms, particularly Bill 101, the French- 
language law, set the stage for some of the most signifi- 
cant decisions in Stanstead College’s 150-year history: the 
end of government grants and the return of the girls. 


Mr. Gallant was the College ne- 
gotiator with the government as 
it prepared its education reforms, 
though “negotiator” is a term 
used loosely. 


“It became very clear that 
they were going to impose 
restrictions on who could 

go to English school,” said Mr. 
Gallant. “The restrictions were 
so narrow, they would have 
been a disaster for us.”

or over 100 years, Stanstead College had been accept- 
ing francophone as well as international day students 
and boarders. The new restrictions would decimate 
Stanstead’s enrollment. At the time, Stanstead had 128 
boarders and 41 day students. Of these more than 30 
would be ineligible, including 28 boarders. 


Enrolment was already in decline, as it was at most 
boarding schools. “The baby boom was over,” said 
Mr. Gallant. 


Faced with a further drop in enrolment, the board 
made the radical decision to no longer accept 
provincial government grants and to become a truly 
independent school. 
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By 1980-81, the number of girls had nearly doubled over the 
first year of their return. 


Stanstead College had only been receiving provincial 
grants since 1972, but it represented a significant source of 
revenue: $240,000 in 1977. 


“There was the sense that we didn’t have any choice,” said 
Mr. Gallant. “We either adapt or we won't survive.” 


On August 4, 1977, the school executive passed a motion 
that “in order to remain free to admit students according 
to its own standards, [Stanstead College] will no longer 
accept govern grants under the Quebec Private Educa- 
tion Act.” 


The announcement immediately made headlines in the 
Montreal Gazette, Montreal Star and Le Devoir. 


“I think it was a big plus for Stanstead,” said Mr. Gallant. 
“It put the school in a very positive light in the English 
community in Quebec. It helped with fundraising and 
recruitment and was a bit of a moral booster.” 


The fundraising came in the form of Operation Lifeline, 
a capital campaign launched in June 1978 to raise 
$5 million for endowment. 


The publicity did seem to help enrolment. The College 
opened the 1977-78 school year with 143 boarders and 
42 day students. But still it wasn’t enough. A report by 
Mr. Gallant in December 1978 determined that, without 
government funding, the College would require 195 
full-time boarders to break even. 


This reality pushed to the fore a question that had been 
simmering for years, namely once again accepting girls. 
While founded as a co-ed school, the College had been 
boys only since 1959. While some on the school’s executive 


felt philosophically that th 
school, the minutes state 
the school were such that 
not to accept girls.”

t was far from a cure-all. From an opening day enrolment 


the College opened the 1979-80 


school year with a mere 148 students - including 15 girls. 


Despite so much uncertainty - with Mr. Gallant living with 
the fallout when he took over as head in 1980 - every- 


thing worked out in the end. Stanstead survived Bill 101, 
the girls integrated quickly and today represent just under 


50 percent of the school population, and the school now 


enjoys record enrolment. 


Mike Wolfe 


Michael Wolfe is a big reader and 
retainer of facts, which makes him 
the guy you want on your team 

at Trivia Night. In fact, when it 
comes to describing his 18 years 
as head of Stanstead College, 

Mr. Wolfe likens the experience 
to a book. 


“Doing a job like this is like being immersed in a 19t 
century novel,” he said during a recent interview. 
“There are so many great characters you don’t want 
to leave behind, and those characters make you look 
differently on life.” 


Mr. Wolfe’s Stanstead College narrative even opens 
like a novel. He first arrived in Stanstead in January 
1991 in the middle of a snowstorm, hired to run the 
capital campaign that would lead to the construction 
of Webster House. 


“| can remember driving here, looking around and 
thinking, ‘I’ve made the biggest mistake in my life,” 
he said. “But then | liked it so much that | quit my job 
after the contract finished and came back.” 


That job was director of development, a position he held 
until 1995 when he moved to Ottawa to help raise $15 
million for the Canadian War Museum. He remained as- 
sociated with the College as a trustee. In 2000, he was 
appointed executive director of ORBIS Canada before 
being lured back to Stanstead in 2002 to again become 
director of advancement. Three years later, he was named 
head of school. It wasn’t 
something he had ever 
anticipated. 


“Something | try to tell 
students when talking 
about careers: | didn’t 
go to school to be the 
head of school. But op- 
portunities create more 
opportunities,” he said. 
“| liked the people here, 
| liked the community. 

| felt comfortable here 
from day one, and when 
| left | missed it.” 


As for how he got the 
job, Mr. Wolfe said

plan. He still remembers it: focus on fundraising; boost 
international enrolment through travel and recruitment; 
increase acceptances to Ivy League and US schools; 
improve existing facilities and add new ones. 


“If you're going to compete for students, you have to 
have the facilities to back it up,” he said. 


All this required raising a lot of money, and Mr. Wolfe, 
with his fundraising background, was front and centre of 
ongoing annual funds and capital campaigns. 


“I can remember driving here, looking 
around and thinking, ‘ve made the 
biggest mistake in my life,’” he said. 
“But then I liked it so much...” 


The results speak for themselves. Existing facilities and 
grounds have seen steady improvements. The campus 
has grown to include the Pat Burns Arena, the Mackay 
Gymnasium, Cowen House, Centenary Church, Butter’s 
House and soon a new wellness centre and junior girls 
residence, to be named Wolfe House. In addition, the 
school’s endowment has gone from about $1 million to 
$13 million. The College has expanded into lucrative mar- 
kets, especially mainland China. 


It has not always been easy. Not long after becoming 
head, the recession knocked the stuffing out of indepen- 
dent school enrolment. The 2009-10 school year opened 
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with 174 students, down from 206 the previous fall. 
A decade or so later, there was a global pandemic. 


“| don’t remember doubting that we were going to 
come out in good shape,” Mr. Wolfe recalls about these 
two particular events, “but | do remember thinking 
that times are going to be tough and we need to fight 
through it. One of the things that adds a lot of pres- 
sure is if you’re financially not in good health. There are 
decisions you cannot make because you cannot afford 
to make them. That to me was a driving part of what 

wanted to do here, to allow ourselves more flexibility 
by having the financial resources to either capitalize 
on opportunities or if something went wrong to have a 
fall-back position and a safety net.” 


Tough decisions have to be made sometimes, Mr. Wolfe 
said, and in a close-knit community like Stanstead, that 
can take its toll. Luckily, he remembers more good days 
than bad.

“One of the great things about working at a school 

like this is there are a lot of moments for joy. There are 

a lot of moments of success and happiness, and it’s 
important to focus on those,” he said. “Probably the 
most rewarding thing is to see students who maybe had 
a tough time in their Stanstead career leaving on a high 
note. They have to earn that, but seeing them do it and 
change their future is very rewarding.” 


Among his favourite moments, he said, have been the 
monthly coffee times with the staff, held at Gallant House 
cand organized by wife Amy, he is sure to point out).

stuff that gets taken for granted. Our teachers are front 
and centre, and deservedly so, but the maintenance and 
housekeeping staff show up day after day and they do 
a great job.” 


n describing his leadership style, Mr. Wolfe said that he 
iked to give responsibility and trust people to do the 
job, all the while staying informed of what's going on. 
He thinks perhaps he was more directive in the early 
days but now finds himself more willing to listen. In fact, 
there’s a sign on his bookshelf facing his desk that says 
just that: “LISTEN.” 


“As you get older, you get better at being an omniscient 
narrator, knowing the viewpoints of each character all the 
time,” he said, returning to his 19° century novel. “You gain 
more experience and more openness to listening to and 
accepting points of view.” 


He also credits much of the school’s success to the 
contributions of a veteran leadership team and a 
supportive, active board of directors and trustees. 


“I’ve come to have even more respect for the time and 
energy and generosity of board members,” he said. “They 
do this job and they take it very seriously. I’ve learned a 
lot about how to be a good volunteer from those people.” 


In addition to serving as head, Mr. Wolfe has seen his 
three children pass through these doors: Campbell 
(2012), Riley (2016) and Hayley (2024). While all three 
have had positive experiences as students (again, he 
credits Amy), he recognizes how “intolerable” it must be 
to have your dad as head of school. “I would have been 
mortified,” he said. 


That family name will now be a permanent fixture on 
Wolfe House, the junior girls residence, an honour 
Mr. Wolfe is clearly uncomfortable with. 


“| need a crash course in accepting thanks,” he said. 

“I spent a lot of time in my careers raising money for 
buildings named after people but I’ve never been on the 
other side to know what that’s like. It’s humbling. Maybe 
in a couple of years when it’s built and open, it'll be nice 
to come back and see that name on it. But right now 

| still feel like there’s more for me to do.”

“Under Mike Wolfe’s leadership, Stanstead College has undergone one of the most significant periods of 
growth and expansion in its 150-year history,” said Board Chair Jonathan Cowen. “It seemed only appropriate 
- and in fact it was a Unanimous board decision - that his name be attached to the junior girls residence. It will 
permanently recognize both his legacy and his many contributions to the success of Stanstead College and 
the lives of its students.” 


Construction began in the fall on a new junior girls residence and wellness centre. The cost of the project 

is estimated at $7.5 million. A ground-breaking ceremony took place at the site of the new construction on 
Saturday, September 24, with Stanstead College board chair Jonathan Cowen on hand along with Head of 
School Michael Wolfe, Associate Head of School Joanne 
Carruthers and Property Committee chair Martin Béasse. 


The new junior girls residence will have 26 beds for 
boarders and spaces for 12 day students as well as 
three apartments for house directors. The new wellness 
centre will include living areas for two nurses and their 
families and a third area for an on-call nurse. It will also 
include beds for 10 students as well as a concussion 
assessment room. 


The old health centre was torn down April 1, 2022 to 
make way for the new construction.

As we approach the end of this exceptional 

150% anniversary school year, | am left with both heavy 
heart and excitement. Heavy heart for the end of an era, 
excitement for what lies ahead.
